HEN a motor car, after being 

cranked, runs for a minute 
or two, and then stops, the 
first place to look for the 
cause of trouble is the gasoline feed 
line. .A partial stoppage in the pipe 
will lessen the. flow of fuel so that the 
float chamber fills slowly. On being 
started the motor at once consumes 
this gasoline and then has to wait for 
more. There is another possible cause 
for this trouble, and that is the float 
of the carburetor sticking. Of course, 
if the float sticks in a high position 
the flow of fuel will be greatly 
lessened or even 


Frequently it de necessary for the 
car owner who does his own repair 
work to file a piece of cast iron that 
has been subjected to friction and so 
has acquired a glaze or skin. The 
best way to get through this skin is to 
use the edges of ar old file. If a new 
file is used on this sort of surface it 
is likely toberuined. —
